Coleman Ratepayers 
Hold Annual Meeting 

The Coleman Annual Ratepayers meeting was 
held on Monday night when reports of the activi¬ 
ties of the towns various departments were heard. 


In his report, Mayor Frank 
Aboussafy, stated that 1961 
had been a year of activity 
and that the confidence in the 
future of the town had been 
stabilized through industrial 
expansion. The early part of 
the year saw a trailer court 
completed which made pro 
vision for housing fifty fam¬ 
ilies of trailers which added 
to the towns economy A con¬ 
tract was let for resurfacing 
all of the towns streets at a 
cost of some $40,000 00 leav¬ 
ing out only a few blocks. An 
extensive sidewalk program 
was also undertaken costing 
the town some $10,00000 over 
the Provincial Governments 
$27,000.00 grant This pro¬ 
gram was halted due to incle¬ 
ment weather but will be con¬ 
tinued this Spring. He also 
reported that the town reser 
voir had been cleaned and its 
area enlarged. The electric 
light system, a town owned 
utility also received necessary 
repairs and improvements 
a -'d these two utilities accoun¬ 
ted for some $5000 00 expen¬ 
diture. The expenditure of 
over $50,000.00 on the above 
projects were paid for f om 
the reserves in the Coleman 
Light and Water Co. and 
town accounts as well as from 
the years budget surplusses 
thus leaving the town debt 
free for another year. 

Mayor Aboussafy also stat 
ed that just, before the end of 
the year the town purchased 
a large piece of property from 
Coleman Collieries Limited. 
The property includes the 
park which was formerly on 
lease, the sportsf.eld, the pro 
perty along the Kaninaskis 


road from the top of the hill 
near the Horace Allen resi 
dencp to the town limits as 
well ns the cemeteries and all 
lands surrounding them. Pur 
pose of purchasing the land 
said Mr. Aboussafy was man 
ifold as the town needed a 
site for a housing project and 
the only area that could be 
developed was that north of 
the sportsfield as it was with¬ 
in town limits and with some 
expenditure could be quite 
suitable for a select resident¬ 
ial area as well as being near 
thewKterand light systems. 
The fact has already been con 
firmed by the signing of an 
agreement with the Westcoast 
Transmission Company for 
four lots to b *. ready for use 
by May first. The other part 
of this area will be reserved 
for the new school and sports 
field. The above plans were 
laid out by the Old Man Riv¬ 
er District Planning Commis 
sion and when completed will 
be a fine addition to the town 
of Coleman In concluding his 
report Mayor Abousaffy ex¬ 
pressed his thanks to all de 
partments for their fine work 
adding that it has been all 
through their efforts that the 
town is a well organized unit 
and resultingly a better place 
in which to Jive 
The financial statement was 
then checked over and reports 
from the various committees 
were presented showing that 
the town had progressed very 
favorably during the year 
The Municip.l Inspectors 
report was read indicating 
the towns business has been 
carried out in a very efficient 
manner 


Mayor Tenders Resignation 


Coleman Town Council at its meeting held 
Tuesday, February 20th, would not accept the 
resignation tendered by Mayor Frank Abous¬ 
safy, and as a result Mayor Aboussafy will re¬ 
consider. 


Mayor Aboussafy tendered the 
resignation, feeling that he had 
served the community well for the 
past 22 years, and feels that a rest 
is now in order. 

Council approved the moving 
of four homes into the new hous¬ 
ing site north of the town park. 
Lots for these homes are to be 
sold at between $500.00 and $700.00 
maximum, depending on the cost 
of providing roads, lights and wa¬ 
ter and surveying the lots. 

On the recommendation of Fire 
Chief Henry Zak, council approved 
the purchase of two sets of Scott 
Packs for the fire brigade. The 
Scott Packs are a new improvec 
type of smoke mask. 

It was reported that some of 
the councillors had met with a 
representative of a Calgary engin¬ 
eering firm last week to discuss 
costs and operation of a swimming 
pool for Coleman and the Improve¬ 
ment District. 

It wa* indicated that an open 
air pool, 24 feet by 5S feet to 
accommodate 80 to 100 person* 
at one time would cost in the 
vicinity of $38,000 to $40,000. 
Figures on maintenance of a 
pool were also discussed but no 
definite costs could be establish¬ 
ed as it was not known how long 
a swimming season would last. 

Combined total government rec¬ 
reational grant for Coleman and 
the Improvement District No. 10 
who are planning on pooling their 
grants, would be some $27,000, 
and if decision to build a swim¬ 



ming pool is made an additional 
$7,000 grant would be available. 

Council and Improvement Dis¬ 
trict representatives will meet 
again to discuss this matter

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OF MANY THINGS 

(By Ambrose Hills) 

IMMATURITY 

Some years ago, the philosopher Over- 
street, gave us his maturity concept. It has no 
doubt helped many individuals on the path to 
progress, and has done a good deal to improve 
education. Nevertheless, it is true that an im¬ 
mature tendency still prevails in the world. 

Overstreet said that human beings are 
born irresponsible. At the outset*; he claimed, 
there is nothing that the helpless infant can 
do for itself or for anyone else. In a very real 
sense, said the philosopher, “the world owes it 
a living." 

But the child is supposed to progress to¬ 
ward self-help. "The toddler that fumblingly 
begins to learn how to dress itself is in train¬ 
ing for emotional and social maturity. Year 
by year, as helplessness turns into strength, 
the sound human being takes on a responsi¬ 
bility commensurate with his powers." 

This concept, that as we grow we should 
take on additional responsibility, and cease to 
ask the world to wait on us is not at all popular. 

Instead, immature men continue to seek 
ways to avoid individual responsibility. Politi¬ 
cal parties which offer to devise a system in 
which the State replaces the parents and pro¬ 
vides a living for each citizen can count on a 
large following. Dictators reach power because 
of the immaturity of the citizens, who are all 
too willing to hand over responsibility to the 
leader. 

Why do we remain immature? 

I think it is because the joys of maturity 
are not understood and extolled while the com¬ 
forts of immaturity have been over-sold. It is 
true that the journey to maturity is no picnic, 
that one gets bruised and sometimes frustrat¬ 
ed and tired; but the satisfaction of growth and 
development, when understood, more than 
compensate for the hurts of the struggle. 

One may attain a great degree of matur¬ 
ity without becoming rich or famous. A per¬ 
son may reach it at the lowest point in his ca¬ 
reer, when others mistakenly deem him a fail¬ 
ure. But the individual, no matter how dire the 
difficulties he faces, knows that he has reach¬ 
ed maturity if he can accept himself and the 
events around him and keep trying with all his 
capacity to live a full and rich and responsible 
life.

The meeting was photographed 
by free-lance photograph r Robert 
Crone, while George Ronaldf writ- 
or, director for CBC Close-up, was 
present to record the meeting, 
which will be shown on CBC Close 
Up program in the futu r e. 

Tony Patera of Frank, acted as 
chairman of the meeting anti call¬ 
ed on Walter Makowecki of Cal¬ 
gary, Provincial Organizer, and 
leader of the Communist, party, to 
introduce Mr. Buck. 

After expressing his pleasure at 
returning to the Pass, Mr. Buck 
expressed his disapproval of Ca¬ 
nadian resources being sole out. 

He advocated that action should 
be taken by Canadians to stop the 
export of our raw materials to 
other ocuntries, stating that the 
factories to utilize raw materials 
and turn them into finished prod¬ 
ucts should be built in Canada to 
give our Canadian people jobs. 

He also stressed the importance 
of Canada considering an export 
policy that would allow export of 
our goods to any country that 
needs and wishes to putchas® our 
goods. 

He stated that the government 
should consider a policy of using 
Canadian mined coal lather than 
United States coal even if our 
product cost a little more to pro¬ 
duce in order that much < i our 
unemployment be done away with. 
He mentioned that he had predict¬ 
ed, ihe displacement of coal by 
y^U-fired steam locomotives in the 
ri 930 ’s, and was of the op'nion that 
John L. Lewis should have taken 
action to start a research into the 
future use of coal. 

He felt that coal would make a 
definite comeback as the c« al was 
vitally important in the produc¬ 
tion of steel and for producing 
many chemicals. 

He felt that it was “crazy” for

This is a transfer an 1 not a sale 
and has been made subject to the 
province agreeing to maintain the 
land, buildings and facilities as a 
public airport and it agreed that 
the installation will n-> returned to 
the Federal govemm • "t wh“n no 
longer used for the p'irposc indi 
cated. 

The province of Altvuts adminis¬ 
ters the natural resoirres arG is. 
therefore, responsible for forest 
fire protection but the Federal gov¬ 
ernment, through the Department 
of Forestry, has undertaken to pay 
one-half the cost of certain foiestry 
expenditures. 

Federal aid for a’J pro^mcial 
forestry work in Canada Is being 
increased for the year 19*2-63 to 
a maximum of $7,91 n .000; A.berta 
share will be approximate 1 / $1,- 
000,900. In Alberta a single agree¬ 
ment is being worked out to pro¬ 
vide within this ceiling for sharing 
the cost of all approved forestry 
activities. This would be on a tifty- 
fifty basis, except in the case of 
reforestation where a difierent 
formula is to be useo. The man¬ 
agement of the program and dis¬ 
bursement of funds will be order 
the direction of the province of 
Alberta.

Anglican Newspaper 
Attacks Parochial 
Spending 

TORONTO, Ont. - Are Cana¬ 
dian church-goers, and Anglicans, 
in particular, forgetting their full 
responsibility as Christians? 

The Canadian Churchman, or 
gan of the Anglican Church of 
Canada, believes that parochial 
expenditures are out of line witn 
the money given to support the 
church’s missionary educational & 
social service programs. 

“As the time of the annual con¬ 
gregational meetings draws near 
one cannot help but notice the 
number of parishes which will 
again be marking off their pro¬ 
gress in terms of their own com¬ 
fort and convenience,” the Cana¬ 
dian Churchman says editorially. 
“In general in North America, 
this yearly advance has become 
the scandal of Christianity.” 

The editorial says that uew 
church buildings are necessary in 
rapidly expanding urban areas and 
Christian education facilities are 
also important. It continues. 

“But there comes a time when 
the line must be drawn. There is 
a border between, necessity and 
self indulgence fed when that 
border has been crossed the mis¬ 
sion of the Church of God takes a 
secondary place, and the worship 
of the Household of God becomes 
a hollow mockery.” 

The Canadian Churchman says 
there is need for "a healthy NO” 
in response to some proposals for 
parish improvements coming be¬ 
fore congregations.

What is Responsible Government 
—Under responsible government, 
the executive depends for its right 
to remain in office on the continu¬ 
ing support of a majority of the 
elected legislature and must de¬ 
fend their actions and policies from 
their places in the legislature. 

A cabinet is held collectively 
responsible for policy and a defeat 
on a vote in the legislature im¬ 
plies that it has lost the confi¬ 
dence of that body and, as a rule, 
must make way for a cabinet cap¬ 
able of holding a legislative ma¬ 
jority. 

Between 1848 and 1855 all the 
British colonies now part of the 
Dominion achieved responsible 
government — Nova Scotia and 
the province of Canada (Upper 
and Lower Canada) in 1848, Prince 
Edward Island in 1851, New Bruns¬ 
wick in 1854 and Newfoundland in 
1855.

Coal To Japan 

I am now in a position to report 
to you on plans for coal shipments 
to Japan. This report is being 
made available to others in the 
IkMacleod Riding outside the Crows 
*Nest Pass so that all may be in- 
1 irmed. Here are the facts: 

The commitments for the fiscal 
ear starting April 1, 1962, is to 
'ay a subvention up to $3.50 pei 
on, if experience shows it is need¬ 
ed. It does not follow that the full 
imount will be paid, but only if 
[needed. 

Maximum shipment on which 
[the subvention applies is 700,000 
’short tons, of which 550,000 long 
tons are to be shipped from the 
Crows Nest Pass, and the balance 
from Canmore. 

About $2,000,000 in subvention 
will probably be paid on coal ship¬ 
ped from the Crows Nest Pass. 
The detailed plans were worked 
out by federal authorities with the 
help of coal operators and repre¬ 
sentatives of the United Mine 
Workers. All agree that coal ship¬ 
ments to Japan have been of tre¬ 
mendous benefit to the people and 
the economy of the Crows Nest 
Pass.
